Peace Campaion: As in the month of February, special attention wes given to 
the peace problem. Multiple propaganda means vere developed to prepare the 
texrain for the creation of the greatest possible number of Peace Comitiecs. 


a, Considerable discussion at cell meetings was dedicated to Palmiro 
fogliatti's statement to the effect that he would retires from the 
opposition if the Italian Government vould quit the Atlantile Pact, 
it was declared, furthermore, that the Itelian Communist Party fights 
for peace end is concerned only with Italien Interests. . 


b. Communist Seastor Umberto Terracini, representing the World Peace - 
Comittes, gave public talks in Maggia end Trieste at special meet 
ings organized. by the Trieste Pesce Committee, Partisans of Peace 
delegates from Venice and Carinthia wore present.

American and Yugoslav troops; merger of the two Zones with the nomination 

of a governor; and a declaration that Tricate be mada an open city. 


Fortheoning Administrative Elections: Central Committee leaders fear that 
the date of the electdons wil] be held sooner than the announeed official 
date, which will find the Party unprepared.
